THE FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES OF QIRA-AT HAMZA , will 
be mention in reference to Hafs’s recitation and upon evidences 
from Ash-Shatibiyyah. The verses from Ash-Shatibiyyah will be 
written in Arabic and in blue text. 

Imam Qasim ibn Ahmad Ash-ShatibT (d. 548 A.H.) wrote a poem, 
consisting of 1173 couplets, about the seven authentic Mutawatir 
Qira-at, which he called Hirz al-Amam wa Wajh at-Tahanl, it is 
better known as the Shdtibivvdh .

He met some of 
the Companions, and learnt the Qur-an from Sulaiman al-A“amash 
(d. 147), J’afar as-Sadiq (the great-grandson of al-Husayn) (d. 148 
A.H.), and others. His qira'ah goes back to the Prophet (PBUH) 
through “All ibn Abl Talib and “Abdullah ibn Mas“ud. He became 
the Sheikh of alqurra' in Kufah after the demise of “Asim. 


Imam Abu Hanifa told Hamza that “Allah has favored you upon us 
with two things, that we can not compete with you in them, the 
Qur-an and the Fra-ed, inheritance (the heritage laws). ShatibI says:

EXPLANATION: His two narrators are Khalaf and Khallad. 

narrated && refers to Hamza. i\jj refers to the Qur-an that was 

transmitted by Sulaym, a student of Hamza. 51Iq&i both refer 

to Sulaym (i.e. he was precise and collective in what he transmitted 
from Hamza). As turuq, it is mentioned in this verse that Khalaf 
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and Khallad both learnt from Sulaym (each one has a riwayah that 
differs slightly from the other). But Sulaym learnt qira'at Hamza. 

The two primary Qaris who preserved Hamza’s qira-ah are: 

i) Khalaf: He is Khalaf ibn Hisham Al-Bazzar Al-BaghdadT. He 
was known as Abu Muhammed. (150-229 A.H) He memorised the 
Qur-an when he was ten years old. He was greatly trusted, scholar, 
ascetic, known for his worship. 

He also has his own qira’ah, different from the one he preserved 
from Hamzah (You finde it in a separate book as the tenth qira'ah). 


ii) Khallad: He is Abu w Isa Khallad ibn Khalid Ash-ShaybanI As- 
Sayrafi Al-Kufi. (119-220A.H.) He was a reputed imam in 
recitation, knowledgeable, and humble. He was approved for 
recitation of Hamzah from sulyem ibn w Isa, who read directly to 
Imam Hamza. 
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THE BASMALAH BETWEEN TWO SURAHS

The Fa in the verse is a letter code which indicats the recitation of 
Hamza. He connects between the Surahs without basmalah, as if 
the Qur-an is one Surah for him. I. Hamza’s rule of recitation, 
which includes both Khalaf and Khallad has only one way of 
joining two Surahs together with wasl. Which means Joining the 
last word at the end of one Surah with the beginning of the first 
words of the next one, following Surah in the order of the Qur-an 
without basmalah. The vowel, harkah on the last word of the first 
Surah must be read while applying the appropriate tajwld rule for 
how the ending of the previous surah will meet with the beginning 
of the following surah. 


II. He reads with the Basmalah if he starts a new recitation at the 
beginning of a Surah, as all the qurra' agreed upon that basmalah 
will be recited. Also between surat an-Nas and surat al-Fatihah. 
Note that he counts Basmalah as the first ayah of surat al-Fatihah. 

III. There are three ways of joining the end of surat Al-Anfal with 
surat At-Tawbah (for all reciters), since there is no basmalah at the 
beginning of surat At-Tawbah. Either you make 

(a) “Waqf’: Make a stop for any amount of time, or 

(b) “Sakt”: A short breathless pause, or 

(c) “Wasl”: Connecting both Surahs

Imalah literally means to incline. Technically, qurra' defined it as 
the sound of inclination of a fathah towards a kasrah, or an alif 
towards a ya. If the sound of inclination is 50% alif and 50% ya, 
then it is known as imalah kubra or idia w . 


If the sound of inclination is less towards ya, about 75% alif, and 
25% ya, then it is known as imalah sughra or tag HI . Minor 
deflection or tag 111 is the sound which is in between imalah kubra 
and fath. The opposite of imalah is fath. Fath is the normal sound 
of an alif in which the mouth has to be open straight up, vertically.

13 - The Rules of Easing the Hamzah (Waqfan) 

Since hamzah is considered a difficult letter to pronounce; due to 
jahr and shiddah in it, and due to its articulation point being deep 
in the throat and far from the mouth, the Arabs and the qurra' 
allow changes to be made in it to ease the pronunciation (TakhfTf 
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of the hamzah). These changes include: tas-hil bayna bayna, ibdal, 
naql and hadthf.

Waqf according to which harakah is on the last letter of the word. 
Waqf means to stop at the end of a complete word long enough to 
renew the breath with the intention of continuing recitation. 
Considering the different ways in which waqf can be made, waqf 
with sukun is the primary manner of stopping. You are only 
allowed to stop with sukun on a fathah, a sakin sahlh or a mubdal 
madd letter. 

Hamza is amongst the qurra' who stop with rawm and ishmam. 
Rawm is the partial pronunciation of a kasrah or a dammah on the 
last letter, while lowering the voice, when making waqf. 

Ishmam indicates a soundless dammah, by rounding the lips and 
muting the voice, directly after reciting the sukun of the last letter 
during waqf.

Hamza deleted all the extra yaat, except 2. The 1 st JUj in 

surat an-Naml: 36, he reads it in both waslan and waqfan, while the 
2 IIS 3 IcS in surat Ibrahim: 40, he reads it waslan only. When he 
stops on its word, he has to delete it, Jco will be read in 5 al-qiyas. 
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This concludes the lessons of Hamza’s recitation rules. 

To recite in Hamza’s Qira-ah, you should listen to the sheikhs who 
recite in his style, get the Mushaf of Hamza, and learn with a 
teacher (preferably one who has an Ijazah).
